1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) 
because they fail to show where in a portable computer an 
LCD display control board 3, an insulated sleeve 4 and a 
metal foil 5 are located. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d).
